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In response to the Office Action mailed March 19, 2003, and the restriction 
requirement set forth therein. Applicants hereby elect Group I, claims 1-34 and 37-46, drawn 
to the estrogen-cyclodextrin complexes and compositions containing them. The election is 
made with traverse for the reasons set forth below. Applicants reserve the right to file one of 
more divisional appUcations directed to the non-elected subject matter. 

The requirement for restriction is traversed on the grounds that the examination of the 
groups of invention indicated in the Office Action together would not amount to a serious 
burden upon the PTO. The search for the complexes/compositions will necessarily reveal 
any method using them. In the absence of a serious burden of examination, restriction is not 
proper. See M.P.E.P. §803. Thus, the requirement should be withdrawn. 

Fvuther, should the restriction be maintained, it is urged that at least one of the 
methods of Groups n and m should be rejoined with any allowed complexes/composition 
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Favorable action is earnestly solicited.
